Board members are currently considering the quali- 
fications of some 25 to 30 educators from around the 
state who have expressed Interest in the school system’s 
superintendency.

The present school tax for property owners 
residing in the Van Buren Public Schools Dis- 
trict Is 23.40 mills per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation state equalized.

The youth, David Hendrix, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Hendrix of Belleville, was or- 
dered by the school board to 
comply with the hair style poli- 
cies set and approved by the 
school board last summer fol- 
lowing a "walkout” of students 
that resulted in the temporary 
suspensions of 28 students,

MRS. HENDRIX appeared be- 
fore the school board in behalf 
of her son. She explained that 
In her opinion hair style policy 
was specifically spelled out as 
to length or style method. 

She stated that when informed 
of her son’s suspension two days 
before Christmas, she cut and 
trimmed her son's hair but 
later learned that it was Insuf- 
ficient to meet approval 

Principal Ford told the Board 
that after last summer’s dem- 


onstration school authorities 
began observing students and 
those who fall to meet with the 
school’s policy on hair styles 
were asked to cut their hair to 
conform.

BELLEVILLE — Nearly 
10,000 postage vending ma- 
chines in post offices, Including 
the one in the post office at 
Belleville, will be converted 
over the next three months to 
reflect the new postage rates, 
Postmaster R. J. O’Neil an- 
nounced this week. 

New postage rates went into 
effect Jan. 7, the postmaster 
noted. The new rates raise 
first class postage to 6 cents 
an ounce, air mail to 10 cents 
an ounce, and postal cards to 
5 cents. 

The Job of converting the 
thousands of vending machines 
found in post office lobbies from 
coast to coast is so massive that 
It will take several months to 
complete, the postmaster said. 
Five different types of machines 
are involved, he noted, 

MOST OF the machines now 


provide 5 -cent and 4 -cent 
stamps for a nickel, quarter or 
dime. After the conversion, the 
machines will provide 5-cent 
and 6-cent stamps. A new model 
will offer 1-cent, 5-cent and 6- 
cent stamps. 

The postmaster said that the 
vending machines located in the 
lobbies of post offices are not 
to be confbsed with commercial 
stamp vending devices found in 
many stores. Such commercial 
machines provide a margin tor 
profit and are not controlled by 
the Post Office Department, he 
said. 

"Post office vending ma- 
chines can be a big convenience 
to postal patrons,” Postmaster 
O’Nell said. "The devices per- 
mit mailers to ignore waiting 
lines at stamp sales windows or 
to buy stamps to mail letters 
after the windows have closed.”

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BOARD MEMBERS Monday 
night heard a brief presenta- 
tion on current budgeted school 
programs, income and outgo 
and held that further consider- 
ed study would be given to the 
budget before making any rul- 
ings involving possible reduc- 
tions or discontinuance of some 
school services or activities. 

aidget requirements as 
shown In a statement of dis- 
bursements July 1. 1967 to 
Dec. 3, 1967 totaled $4,062,097. 
And In a statement of cash 
receipts and disbursements, 
budgeted income was reported 
as $3,774,880. 

Unappropriated general fund 
(reserves) in the amount of 
$213,150 was carried over Into 
the new school year for school 
operations (mostly salaries) Is 
was stated. 

The Board was told that an 
anticipated deflcitof the present 
budget at the end of this year 
will amount to $74,066.48. 

If the school board is to 
meet teacher salary increments 
that fall due next year and 
other cost Increases addition- 
al funds must be raised. 

The sources of school 
revenue Is currently compos- 
ed of $2,069,527 In property tax 
collections, some $65,000 in 
delinquent property taxes, plus 
Interest of some $4,000, outside 
tuition (mainly Sumpter School 
District students) of $45,000, 
and State Aid which this school 
year amounts to $1,499,858. 

Costs of new teacher contract 
entered Into last year totaled 
$145,500 Including salary 
raises and some fringe bene- 
fits. An initial meeting leading 
up to an early start on new 
teacher contract talks was re- 
cently held between represen- 
tatives of the Van Buren Educa- 
tion Association and School 
Board members. 

Additional finances would 
also be required to meet any 
further demands of the asso- 
ciation, it was said.

Two new anti-crime meas- 
ures -- an emergency police 
radio network and a unit to 
combat organized crime — are 
being put into action In Wayne 
County. 

The radio network will pro- 
vide for the first time a direct 
ln-the-fleld radio link between 
different departments during 
emergencies, such as natural 
disasters and civil disturb- 
ances. 

Heart of the radio network 
will be a mobile communica- 
tions and command center which 
can be stationed at the scene 
of the emergency. Development 
of the radio network Is being 
coordinated by the office of 
Sheriff Peter L. Buback. 

THE ORGANIZED crime unit 
is being established by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney William L. 
Cahalan. It will consist of two 
assistant prosecutors and an 
Investigator who will concen- 
trate on the Investigation and 
prosecution oforganlzedunder- 
world operations. 


Both new programs were ap- 
proved by the County Board of 
Sui>ervlsors Jan. 4. The board 
authorized an $18,200 outlay tor 
purchase of equipment for the 
mobile communications center 
and a $38,000 outlay to cover 
the cost of the organized crime 
division tor the balance of this 
fiscal year. 

The board also made an emer- 
gency allocation of $100,000 to 
bring the pay of nearly 400 
county nurses up to the average 
pay level of other nurses In this 
area. The board was warned 
that a nurse shortage, resulting 
from uncompetitive salary 
rates, threatens to force cut- 
backs of services at Wayne 
County General Hospital and 
the County Health Department. 

The County Civil Service 
Commission indicated the pay 
tor a “Graduate Nurse” will 
be raised from a range of 
$6,479-$6,837 to $7,200-$8,400. 
Other nursing classes will re- 
ceive comparable raises.

Lawbreaking 
Is No Solution 

T he Wall Street Journal has reported that,* “A Call 
to Resist Illegitimate Authority* has been signed 
by a group of educators, clergymen and literary 
figures. • who wish to force the withdrawal of the 
U.S. from Vietnam by encouraging mass rejection of 
service in the armed forces on the part of young men. 

The Idea would be to make churches and synagogues 
sanctuaries for all those opposed to military service. 
It is pointed out that there are many choices open to 
Individuals because of deep-seated personal or religious 
reasons. 

As conscientious objectors, they can go under various 
social services or into noncombatant assignments with 
the military. 

But, as The Journal suggests, a call for “...mass 
conformity of conscience” which seeks to encourage 
U.S. citizens who enjoy the privileges of living here to 
reject the responsibilities to serve the naUon in time 
of war is extremely shortsighted. 

If such a movement were successful, it could eliminate 
the freedoms which the church and individuals now enjoy 
in the U.S. 

Until ways can be found to make reason serve in the 
place of force in settling affairs between nations, the 
United States has no choice but to ask its citizens to 
provide the military power and take positions or actions 
deemed necessary to our national security.

This new airlift service Is 
available on a space -available 
basis upon payment of the 
domestic parcel post surface 
rate plus a flat $1 fee. 

Packages weighing up to 30 
pounds and not more than 60 
Inches In combined length and 
girth qualify for the new special 
airlift rate, the Postmasters 
said. 

POSTAL PATRONS can get 
the airlift service on packages 
mailed to all military personnel 
at APO and FPO addresses 
overseas, and in Alaska, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico. The area Post- 
masters noted that the new air- 
lift also applies to parcels 
mailed back to the States by 
servicemen from these military 
post offices. 

Parcels on which the $1 fee 
is paid get air transportation 
all the way — from here to the 
port of embarkation, and from 
there to the overseas base. 
Postal patrons formerly had 
to pay air parcel post rates to 
get similar service, the Post- 
masters said. 

They said that In many in- 
stances the new airlift rates 
are considerably below com- 
parable air parcel post charges. 
They cited these examples: 

A mother here sending a 15- 
pound package to her son in 
Vietnam pays $4.30 for the new 
airlift service. The air parcel 
post rate for the same package 
Is $12.08. An eight -pound pack- 
age going from here to an APO 
address in Germany costs $2.05 
under the airlift service. The 
air parcel rate Is $4.23. 


THE POSTMASTERS pointed 
out, however, that it is not 
always to the mailer’s advan- 
tage to use the airlift service. 
On some light packages air par- 
cel post rates may be lower 
than the airlift charges. 

“Postal patrons should check 
with the Post Office for infor- 
mation on the best way to mall 
parcels to servicemen over- 
seas,” the Postmasters empha- 
sized. 

The new airlift service went 
into effect January 7, 1968. 
It was authorized under the 
postal rate bill signed into law 
December 16, 1967 by President 
Johnson, 

They explained that the 
regular postage on parcels 
mailed to servicemen overseas 


is based on the distance the 
package is hauled within the 
United States. No charge is 
made for carrying the package 
between the U.S. port and the 
overseas base. 

Until Jan. 7 airlift for parcels 
to servicemen overseas was re- 
stricted to packages weighing 
up to five pounds. Upon pay- 
ment of the regular parcel post 
rates, these packages get sur- 
face transportation to the port 
of embarkation and are airlifted 
from there to the overseas posts 
on a space available basis. 

There is no charge for this 
partial airlift, and overseas 
parcels weighing up to five 
pounds will continue to receive 
this service, the Postmasters 
said.

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The Russians Are 
Here ... A La’ Jet! 


T HE LONG AWAITED 
direct air service be- 
tween the United States 
and Russia has now become 
reality. In the past few weeks 
check flights have been com- 
pleted in both directions by 
Pan American World Airways 
for the U£. and the Soviet 
Airline, Aeroflot. 

With Captain Robert Weeks, 
chief pilot of Pan Am’s Atlantic 
division, at the controls, Boeing 
707-Clipper 419 took off/for the 
first technical flight to Moscow 
via Copenhagen on Dec. 3 from 
Kennedy International Airport 
in New York. 

Purpose of the mission was 
to permit Federal Aviation 
Administration and Russian 
Aeroflot observers on the flight 
to evaluate and test the naviga- 
tion facilities at Moscow’s main 
Shermetyevo air terminal and 
the nearby Vnukovo air facility. 

The” test check flights were 
to Insure that no problems would 
arise whenthe inauguration 
flight starts the New York to 
Moscow service that is expected 
to take place this spring. 

The final and most important 
stage of the flight was from 
Copenhagen into Moscow with 
similar test flights being staged 
by the Russians with their latest 
pride and joy jet airliner - the 
Ilyushin IL-62. All tests and 
negotiations were successfully 
completed with the final flights 
into Washington. Beside New 
York’s Kennedy Airport, other 
test flights were conducted at 
Dulles International Airport and 
Philadelphia International Air- 
port. 

Both Pan American and 
Russian flight personnel were 
highly encouraged by the suc- 
cess of the flights. Captain 
Weeks stated that the flight 
into Russia was "perfectly 
routine*. Entering Russian air 
space over the area of Vent- 
spils, knots and feet were 
switched to kilometers and 
meters. Anticipating this, 
conversion charts had been pre- 
pared and American crews were 
able to blend their operations 
without any Interrupt ion or 
problems. 

The Americans were 
impressed with smooth effi- 
ciency of the Soviet air traffic 
control complex. Russian air 
traffic control personnel spoke 
clear and readily understand- 
able English. A quickly noted 


fact was that the majority of 
the airways ground personnel 
communicated with were 
women. It was a radical change 
for the Americans to be con- 
fronted by a woman meteoroli- 
gist in the weather office and on 
the flight line seeing women 
refueling the aircraft. 

It is an established fact that 
the Soviets already have a 
training program initiated 
training women airline pilots. 

After the initial landing at 
Sheremetyevo, which is Mos- 
cow’s main airport, many other 
approaches and landings were 
made at Vnukovo Airport which 
will be the alternate landing 
field for the Moscow trip. 

Pan Am’s operational rules 
are mandatory that an aircraft 
Captain’s first scheduled 
landing at an airport where he 
has not previously flown may 
not be made under instrument 
conditions unless he is accom- 
panied by a check pilot, or 
having qualified by Federal 
Aviation Administration 
approved visual aids. During 
the colder months the Moscow 
area is frequently under in- 
strument conations. 

During this same period the 
Russian flights crews were con- 
ducting similar test flights with 
the huge IL-62 jetliner first 
seen at Kennedy Airport as it 
nosed into berth at the famed 
Pan Am circular roofed 
terminal. 

Pride of the Aeroflot jet fleet, 
the sleek Soviet IL-62 is a jet 
giant that has brought a new 
profile in aircraft in sight of 
Americans. With many new 
innovations the IL-62 has 
already been well noted this 
past few months with its im- 
pressive performance. 

On one of its early test 
flights the aircraft industry of 
the Western world sat up and 
took notice when it made a test 
flight from Moscow across 
Siberia to Khnabarovsk on the 
Pacific, a distance of over 5000 
miles, in just under 10-hours. 

One configuration of the IL- 
62 has been designed to seat 
up to 186 passengers and air 
cargo. 

Not too long ago this column 
wrote that “The Russians are 
Coming!* From all appear- 
ances it now looks like. . . 
•The Russians are Here.*
